TSHINGWAYO. 

Delegates aUGiidmg, 1>ut it wna -a 
ETCat day in many respects The 
chief, surrotinded by his indunas. 
(head man), rcreceived the Commis- 
sioner and chief Officers in..a_ vcrj- 
^acious way, and, though^Klin was 
coming do^vn, he ordered "his people 
10 gather together in the cattle kraal, 
where, despite the damp conditions 
which pn;vailcd, a nicmorable meet- 
ing was held, resulting in the Salva- 
tion ol several souls. The chief was 
Rtently impressed by our native 
Band. • _ .
